Nine Months' Test 


The New York Central plans to 
improve its Chicago to-Harrisburg 
trains, keep an account of its rev- I 
enue and expenses for nine months, 
then present the evidence obtained 
at a rehearing before the Illinois 
Commerce commission. 
This was revealed in an order 
of the ICC on June 2, which grants 
a NYC petition for a rehearing and 
orders the railroad to: 
1 Effective Sunday, June 13, re­ 
store .sleeping car accommodations 
2 Substitute diesel power for the 
present steam power, 
3 Improve the “ on tim e” per­ 
formance of the trains. 
4. Reduce 
passenger 
fares to 
meet other rail carrier competition 
in the area served. 
5. Place advertising in newspa­ 
pers in towns served by the trains, 
.setting for the .service and facili­ 
ties offered. 
These five orders of the ICC were 
suggested by the railroad.

uncover everything and anything’* 
relating to subversion at F'ort Mon­ 
mouth, N. J. 
The transcript* of six monitored 
telephone 
conversations 
between 
Cohn and Stevens were* made pub­ 
lic today in the 281 h day of public 
hearings on the Army McCarthy 
row, 
Cohn is chief counsel of Sen. 
Joseph R McCarthy’s investigating 
I subcommittee. The monitored con- 
i venations occurred last fall while 
the subcommittee was investigating 
alleged subversives at F'ort Mon­ 
mouth. N. J. 
On Sept 
25, the record of a 
Cohn to Stevens talk showed, Cohn 
complained to the secretary: 
“ There is a new situation involv­ 
ing a part of your thinking . . . I 
know they are trying to cover up 
so you won t even know about it.” 
Stevens 
asked 
whether 
Cohn 
thought he should act on it im­ 
mediately, and Cohn said “I don’t 
think so.” 
“Anything and Everything” 
The secretary told him “ I want 
to uncover anything and every­ 
thing . . *) 
The Cohn-Stevens talks reflected 
a spirit of friendliness that evapo­ 
rated flus spring, when the Army- 
McCarthy differences boiled over 
in public. 
In the same Sept 25 call, Stev­ 
ens told Cohn "off the record” that 
he was “looking for the opportuni­ 
ty” to get rid of Maj Gen. Richard 
c Partridge as chief of Army in­ 
telligence. 
Seven weeks later, on Nov. 15, 
1953. 
Partridge was relieved as 
c hief of intelligence, Pentagon rec­ 
ords showed,
